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LABOURERS (IRELAND) BILL. 


Resolution of the House, 29th June, read as follows 
Labourers (Ireland) [Advances, &c.] Resolution reported ; 

“ Tliat for carrying out the provisions of any Act of the present Session to 
amend the Law relating to Labourers in Ireland it is expedient— 

(a) to authorise the advance out of the Consolidated Fund of any sum 

necessary to meet any deficiency in the fund of suitors m the Supreme 
Court of Ireland ; and 

(b) to increase the limit on the amount which may be advanced by the ■ 

Irish Land Commission for the provision of cottages and allotments 
under the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1906, and in consequence to 
increase the limit on the sums which may be defrayed out of moneys 
provided by Parliament for the purpose of payments in respect ot 
those advances.” 

Clauses 1 — 4, agreed to. 


Amendment proposed, in page 4, line 4, at the end of the Clause, to add the 
words : — 

“ ('8') That when any representation is made for the provision of a cottage for an 
agricultural labourer whose existing house has been condemned by the medical officer 
of health as unfit for human habitation, the rural district council shall include such 
renresentation in the next improvement scheme which shall be made by such 
■district council and subject to an alteration of the proposed site, such representation 
shall have effect given to it by the provision of such cottage under the improvement 
.scheme ” 

(M r% O’Shee ). — Question proposed, “That those words be there added. 

Amendment, by leave, withdrawn. 

Clause agreed to. 


Clauses 6 — 10, agreed to. 

New Clause (“ Area of plot allotted to cottage ”) brought up and read the first time 
as follows : — 

“ (1) No plot or garden hereafter allotted to any occupant of a labourer’s cottage 
nrovided under the Labourers Acts shall be less than one statute acre in area,. 

P (21 In case the plot: or garden heretofore allotted to any occupant of a labourers 
cottage does not exceed two roods and twenty perches, the rural district council, on 
representation being made for an-addition to such plot or garden so that it shall not 
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be less in area than one acre, shall give effect to such representation in the next 
improvement scheme which shall be made by such rural district council ” 

—{Mr. O'Shee ). — Question proposed, “ That the proposed New Clause be read a second 
time.” 

Clause, by leave, ivithdrawn. 


Another New Clause {“ Amendment of Section 6 of Act of 1886 ”) brought up and 
read the first time as follows : — 

“ The exemption provided by section six of the Act of 1886 shall no longer extend 
to home farms, and shall not extend to demesnes exceeding three hundred acres in 
area, provided that the owner ot a demesne exceeding three hundred acres in area 
shall have the right to offer an alternative site of a suitable character in case the site 
selected by the rural district council shall be objected to by him ” 

—{Mr. O’Shee ). — Question put, “ That the proposed New Clause be read a second 
time.” — The Committee divided : —

Another New Clause (“ Amendment of Section 6 of the Labourers (Ireland) Act,, 
1906 ”) brought up and read the first time as follows : — 

“ (1) A petition under section six of the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1906, against the 
refusal of the inspector to confirm the scheme, so far as it relates to any repre- 
sentation, may be presented by the rural district council or by the agricultural 
labourer by whom or on whose behalf the representation had been made. 

(2) The inspector may divide the scheme into two parts, each of which shall 
thereupon be deemed to be an improvement scheme, and may make an . order con- 
firming one part and may adjourn the consideration of the other part, as he shall 
think fit, and may subsequently make an order confirming such other part, and such 
inspector shall have all the powers conferred on the Local Government Board by 
section six of the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1891 ”

Proposed New Clause added to the Bill. 

Another New Clause (“Amendment of definition of agricultural labourer ”) brought 
up and read the first time as follows : — 

“In section ninety-three of the Irish Land Act, 1903, three shillings shall be 
substituted for two shillings and six pence, and the value of the food . and lodging 
supplied to the agricultural labourer by his employer shall not be taken into account, 
and, if no food is so supplied, a deduction of one shilling a day shall be made for same in 
calculating the average wages of the agricultural labourer ” 

—(Mr. 0’ Shee).— Question, “That the proposed New Clause be read a second time ” — 
put, and negatived. 

Another New Clause (“Amendment of Section 19 of the Labourers (Ireland) 
Act, 1906 ”) brought up and read the first time as follows : — 

“ For the purpose of enabling an advance to be made under section two of the Irish 
Land Act, 1903, to an agricultural labourer, as provided by section nineteen of the 
Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1906, it shall not be necessary to determine any pre-existing 
tenancy under the Labourers Acts held by the applicant for such advance ” 

— (Mr. O’Shee).— Question, “ That the proposed New Clause be read a second time,” — 
put, and negatived. 

Ordered, To Report the Bill, as amended, to the House. 
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
